20,000 miles in a single year, everywhere 
speaking in behalf of philanthropy and using 
the influence of his personal presence to stim- 
ulate local educational enterprise.

VETO THE MEASURE. 


Cengressman Wade and Mr. R. C. Kerens 
Urging the President to Sign—Blaine No 
Longer Aspiring to the Presidency—Ir- 
win’s Nomination as Postmaster at Car- 
thage, Mo., te Stand—Washington News. 


Fe Telegranh to the Pust-Disrator. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., May 19.—Parties at 
Springfield, Mo., who brought about charges 
against Supervising Architect Windrim, 
which stayed the immediate passage of the 
billappropriating $50,000 additional for the 
Federal building there, in the Senate, may 
bave the proud satisfaction of 
seeing the measure fail entirely. 
The Dill has been hung up 80 
long now as to come within the list of Federal 
bullding measures which the President is per- 
sonally examining with a view of exercising 
his veto right to curb large expenditures. 
Saturday the President refused to approve the 
Cedar Rapids bill and it was sent back 
to the Senate. Its father, Congressman Kerr 
of Iowa, is very angry atthe President's fail- 
ure to approve. Congressman Wade is 
alarmed about the Springfield case and him- 
self and B. C. Kerens . will exercise 
what influence they have to 
secure Secretary Windom’s indorsement 
of the billtothe President. It le now settled 
the executive means to calla halt in the pub- 
lic bulldings appropriations. He is examin- ; 
ing each measure personally and will cut off 
many a Congressman in this respect. Mr. 
Harrison’s intimation that a halt was neces- 
sary some time ago not being heeded, be pro- 
poses to call it openly. 

The prospects of the river and harbor bill 
are considered dubious at this time. 

The result of the interview between Col. 
Kerens and Congressman Wade regarding the 
Carthage postmastership can be summed up 
as follows: Col. Kerens signed for Mr. Chaffee 
and therefore wanted him nominated. The 
Congressman and Sécretary Halford had Tom 
Irwin nominated while Col. Kerens was besi- 
tating, and he does not now propose to make 
any further contest to have things disturbed. 
So Irwin will go through. 


Blaine and the Presidency. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 19.—Joe Manley 
of Augusta, Me., Secretary Blaine’s friend, 
who is now in Washington, says Mr. Blaine 
has his eye fixed on the United States Senate 


and aspires to be the successor of Senat 
Eugene Hale, whose term expires Mareh 3, 
1893, Although the Legislature will not meet 
until January, 1893, to elect the Senator, the 
peculiar custom prevailing in Maine politics 
makes it necessary that the preliminary work 
should be done at this time. Mr. Manley says 
Mr. Blaine has entirely abandoned the idea 
that he can ever be elected President. He does 
not believe that Harrison will be re-elected 
and even if he should be Blaine would not 
care to serve another term in his Cabinet as 
Secretary of State. 


Supreme Court Cases. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 19.—The United

Charies M. Whitney, the ‘‘real estate and 
 Gnancial agent“ who left for parts unknown a 
fow months ago, leaving a crowd of friends to 
mourn hie absence and their Qnanoial loss, Is 
given ajust blow this morning by Jadge Val- 
Uant in a-decision. The plaintiff in the suit 
against Whitney is Mies Elizabeth J. Veitch, a 
young lady in her teens, who was up to June 
7, 1888, Mr. Whitney’s ward. Mr. Whitney, 
on taking charge of Miss Velitch’s estate, 
wave bond for $5,000, with Delos R. 
Haynes and Alexander Cameron as sureties. 
To-day. judgment is rendered against the 
bondsmen tor $2,306, which they will pay for 
their acquaintance with and trust in Mr. 
Whitney,who according to the evidence intro- 
duced at the trial, converted that amount to 
hisown use, which was within afew dollars 
of all the estate consisted of. The decision Is 
us follows: 


THE DECISION. 

This is asuilt in equity to set aside a final 
pettioment of acuratorin the Probate Court 
on the ground that it was obtained by fraud 
und to surcharge and falsify the curator’s 
Anal report, ‘ 
in March, 1884, Charles M. Whitney became 
te rator of the estate of Miss Elizabeth J. 
Veitoll, then about léyears of age. On June 
7, 1888, Curator Whitney made his final set- 
tlement in the Probate Court showing that on 
that day he hada balance in his hands be- 
Jonging to his ward of $1,833.52, for which sum 
hé caused to be exhibited to the Probate 
Court the receipt of his ward, dated May 7, 


In that final settlement he took credit for 
$51.06 as for taxes which he was to pay for 
Miss Vietch, and for $119.75 as for commissions 
— the amount of her estate administered by 

m. 

The evidence showed that in addition to 
the items of debit against him on the account 
by his own showing, there should have been 
also an item of $160.17 as to the proceeds 
of his ward’s interest in the sale 
of a piece of land in a partition 

roceeding. Therefore on the day he made 

is final settlement in the Probate Court, if he 
was not entitled to the credit of $51.06 money 
reserved to pay taxes, or the item of $119.75 
allowed him for his commission, the amount 
that he owed his ward,the amount of her 
money in his hands as curator was $2,164.50. 
THE CHARGES NOT DENIED. 

There was no efforton the part of the de- 
fendants to prove that the curator, Whitney, 
had paid to his ward any of this money, and 
the uncontradicted evidence was that she had 
signed the receipt forthe balance due her at 
bis request without knowing what she was 
signing and without receiving a cent of the 
money. That receipt he gave to his attorney 
and had him produce it inthe Probate Court 
when he asked for his discharge. 

The defense rests mainly on the fact that 
seven days before the final settlement when 
his ward had come to his office by his appoint- 
ment and alone, as he had requested, he 
handed her, together with a copy of his ac- 
count, a paper signed by himseir as C. M. 
Whitney & + Reul Estate and 
Financial Agents, a firm which was 
composed of himself alone, which 
purported to be a receipt for $1,990 as for 
money which that firm then received from 
her for investment, and which paper she re- 
ceived from him without one word of explan- 
ation and carried it away without knowing 
whatit was. There was no effort made by the 
defendants to prove that any such transac- 
tions really occurred as purports on the face 
of that paper to have occurred, and her testi- 
mony is uncontradicted that no such trans- 
action did oecur and nothing of that kind was 
@ven mentioned. 

A CURATOR'S DUTY. 

The law—sec. 5349, Revised Statutes—re- 
quires that a curator making a final settle- 
ynent shall, fonr weeks previous thereto, de- 
liver to his ward a copy of the final settlement 
anda written notice of the day on which the 
settlement is to be made. The testimony 
showed thatthisa curator had given his ward 
a copy of his settlement on the 3lst of May, 
when the settlement was to be made on the 
7th of June, just one week instead of four; 
and that on the 7th of June, when 
whe went to bis office at his request 
before going to the Frobate Court, he took 
her to his attorney’s office and there pre- 
pented her some papers which he told her 
she was to sign, and which were in effect an 
acknowledgement that she had received a 
copy of the settlement and notice. These 
papers were dated Muy 7, and it was thereby 
nude to appear that she bad received a copy 
of settiement and notice four weeks before. 
When she had signed the papers she went 
with her curator’s attorney to the Probate 
Court, the curator bimself not going, and 
there these papers were exhibited to the 
Court, and on the faith of them and the 
ward’s receipt before mentioned the Court 
discharged the curator. . 

On the morning ot the th of June, before 

be went to the Probate Conrt, he instructed 
her what auswers to give to the questions the 
court would ask her, and she complied with 
his instructions. lu this manner the dis- 
charge — obtätued. 

The result of the whole business is, the eu- 
rator bAs kept all his ward’s money, got his 
Gischorge trom the Vrobate Court and has 
leit the State.

The sureties on Whitney's bond are parties 
0 inf suit, but there can be no plea for them 
pat®can not be made in the name of 
the/ curater himself. The case is to 
be judged primarily as between the ward and 
She curator alone and the sureties must stand 
behind the principal. 

In the face of these facts the court ts asked 
by the defendants to decree that by taking 
from her curator under the circumstances 
above mentioned the receipt signed C. M. 
Whitney & Co., Real Estate and Financial

AN UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT TO GET A 
WORKING BOARD. 


The Directers Thought Mr. Bollmann 
Would Co-Operute With Them, But He 
Refused at the’ Last Moment—Pleas 
and Threats Fal, and the Powerless 
Minority Again Adjourns, 


While the Millerites have been apparently 
doing nothing but adjourn from day to day 
since the Aulerites refused to take their seats 
in the board, they have been working quietly 
on the outside and at last have succeeded in 
forming an organization which will break the 
deadlock unless something slips.

It took a good deal of 
persuasion to get Mr. Bollman to consent, bu 
the Millerites appealed to that public spirit 
which Mr. Bollman manifested in his letter 
and the appeal worked. With his consent the 
quorum was secured and that was all that 
was needed. Having that, the board 
could proceed with the election ofa director- 
at-large, vice Mr. Rogers,ousted,and it would 
then have a working force of eleven,a quo- 
rum, even if Mr. Bollman did insist upon re- 
signing. Uponresignation he is bent, and 
before he consented to become the elev- 
enth man in the meeting 

HE EXACTED A PROMISE 

that as soon astne member at large should 
have been elected and qualified his resigna- 
tion should be accepted and he should be 
released from the burden and care of his po- 
sition, The promise was made, and now the 
Millerites see their way out of their dilemina, 
and Mr. Bollman sees tho clouds which have 
hung over his horizon ever since his election 
clearing away. 

The next question was who should be the 
director at lurge. Mr. Koenig, who has served 
several times as a director, was spoken of ana 
he was satisfactory to the Millegites, but he 
declined to serve and refused to permit his 
name to be used.

Whether 
that fact increases or diminishes the cred ibili- 
ty of his statement about Russell Harrison’s 
new position is a matter of opinion.

CaMDEN, N. J., May 19.—Mrs. Annie E. Reed 
was lashed with a blacksnake whip by Miss 
Cora Walls Saturday evening at Fourth avenue 
and Stephens street. At 8:30 o’clock a tall, 
well-formed woman, dressed in a close-fitting 
black suit, crossed Stephens street at Fourth 
avenue. She confronted a small and pretty 
blonde. The tall woman was Miss Walls and 
the smali one was Mrs. Reed. Miss Walls was 
followed by two young men. Mrs. Reed was 
leaning upon the arm of a man, middle - aged. 
of staid and respectable appearance. When 
the two women met Miss Walis drew from be- 
neath her cloak a rawhide of the black-snake 
pattern. 

Nou will rob my brother’s ohildren of 
their bread, she cried, and the whip 
whistled through the air and fell upon the 
little woman’s shoulders. 

‘*Take that, and that,’’ she repeated, and 
each time the blacksnake wound about Mrs. 
Reed’s face aud shoulders. The man with 
Mrs.Reed appeared to make no effort to shield 
her. The little woman was left to fight her 
own pattie. She did not fight her own battle. 
She did not fight but ran down Stephens 
street.. Miss Walls was close behind. She 
caught Mrs. Reed at Third street and again 
the merciless lash was wrapped around her 
face and shoulders. Mrs. Reed’s cries for 
help aroused the entire neighborbood. Her 
clothes were torn from the waist down by the 


ne big welts swelied upon her face and 
neck. 

Frank Moore, a grocer at the corner of 
Third and Stephens street, tried to interfere, 
but as he did so, two men who accompanied 
Miss Walls and who had followed her closely 
stepped up.

At 
212 she was overtaken and the final scene was 
enacted. As Mrs. Reed scrambled up the 
steps her train skirts were seized by Miss 
Walls, who held ber and again applied the 
lash with vigor. The victim then

rs. Annie E. Reed was the wife of a Peunsyl- 
vania Railroad employe, from whom she has 
been separated fur some time. Miss Cora 
Walls lives at No. 1215 Locust street. M. 8. 
Walls, her brother, has for some time ne- 
alected his wife and three children and show- 
ered his money and affections upon Mrs. Reed. 
Walls“ sister, Cora, took matters in her own 
hands and ended them by lashing Mrs. Reed 
withthe blacksnake whip. Miss Walls re- 
fused to make any statementand threatened, 
with her whip in hand, to try it upon a person 
who called for information. 

Mrs. Reed is badly hurt and is suffering great 
agony, being neither able to see nor to sit 
down. Large welts are upon ber face and 
shoulders and other parts of the body. She 
left Camden Sunday night, and is now in 
either Philadelphia or New York. It ib stated 
that no prosecution will be made. M. S. Walls 
disappeared when the horsewhipping began, 
and no one has seen him since. It is known 
that he and Mrs. Reed frequently met in the 
house of Albert Woodward, No. 212 Channing 
Terrace, in which the beaten woman sought 
refuge.

Itappears that a few days ago Mrs. Mc- 
Hale sent her little daughter after a bucket of 
beer. Holtcamp refused to give the liquer to 
the child on credit and told Mrs. McHale, when 
she came to see what was the trouble, that 
she would have to pay cash for everything 
she bought. Holtkamp insisted that he did 
not know McHale before that evening, a man 
named Biggin having introduced bim while 
the game of cards was in progress. The

Purpose of Mr. Emerson McMillin’s 
Trip to Europe. 


Mr. Emerson McMillin, the President of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co., has gone to Europe. 
Mr. McMillin’s trip is made partly for the pur- 
pose of joining his family, which is there, and 
partly to assist Hr. George Shepard Page in 
the organization of a syndicate of immense 
size in which they are both interested. Mr. 
McMillin’s family has been abroad about a 


year,and he intended to join them in Janyary, 
but the gas situation was so complicated at 
that time that he could not well leave, 
and bis trip was postponed, When he reached 
New York he completed the arrangements for 
issuing the preferred stock of its gas com- 
any, and had this stock and the company’s 
onds listed on the Stock Exchange. The re- 
sult was that the stock went up from 53 to 86 
in a very short time. The trust company bas 
sent out a notice to stockholders to send the 
old stock to New York to be exchanged for 
preferred. The preferred pays 5 per cent at- 
ter the 5 per cent on the bonds have been paid 
and what is left over that is to be paid as a 
dividend to the holders of common stock. 
Having arranged this, Mr. McMillin took a 
steumer, and, with his son, started for Eu- 
rope. 
tp the office of Mr. George Shepard Page, 69 
Wall street, New York, there isa large sign 
which reads as foliows: London Industrial 
Co., Limited; George Shepard Page and Em- 
erson McMillin, American Agents. The Lon- 
don Industrial Co. is the syndicate which has 
kept Mr. Page abroad for a year, and about 
which Mr. McMillin wishes to see him now. 
The object of the company is to raise a cap! 
tal of $50, 000, 000, halt of which 
is to be subscribed in England 
and half in this country, for the pur- 
chase of gas plants in the United States. 
It seems that there is a great deal of money to 
be made out of small independent plants, and 
the gas works in small towns are as profitable 
in proportion as those in large cities. Mr. 
MeMillin, it is said, conceived the idea of 
buying up all those which could be bought 
and holding them for an investment. Mr. 
Page went abroad and has remained 
there ever since. Thdé syndicate is 
said to be neariy compiete, and it 
wus to this organization which rumor 
rumor reterrea when it was said that an En- 
giish syndicate had bought out all the gas 
properties of the Gibbs syndicate of Philadel- 
phia. It is understood that that deal has been 
completed and the details of it will be closed 
up when Mr. MecMilin arrives in Europe. It 
will be the first purchase of the new organiza- 
tion, but it will followed by many others. 
Several St. Louis men are interested in the 
company and among them is Capt. D. P. 
Slattery, who was also instrumental in secur- 
ing the bid from a British syndicate for the 81.

On 
all sides. even among the most conservative 
citizens, may be heard the prediction that if

It is evident the lottery ring despairs of 
getting a renewal of its charter by paying 
only $500,000 a year to the State, and hence 
that increase in the offer to 381.000, 
000. This offer has not been made over Mr. 
Morris’ signature, or in ay binding form, 
andit is now very generally believed that 
it is largely in the nature of a trick 
to help those who are arguing in favor of the 
renewal. It is hinted by persons who are be- 
lieved to know that Mr. Morris is prepared to 
raise his offer to $1,500,000 if necessary. From 
present appearances it looks as though he 
may have to offer very much more, for the 
„anti“ feeling is gaining ground and the 
very methods ofthe lottery gang are losing 
1 support on which they have been rely- 
ng. 


The citizens of Louisiana are to-day engaged 
in one of the most important legislative fights 
in the history of the State. They have risen 
to Kill off the greatest corruption to State, 
parish and municipal government known in 
the United States. The ring-ridden city of 
New Orleans is all aroused. The 
people are determined to prevent the 
continuance of the Louisiana State Lottery 
and that powerful ring is working hard to 
continue their control. The actual work to 
carry out this scheme is being done behind 
doors at the State capital. As ashield for the 
*‘secured’’ legislators the lottery company is 
making an offer of $1,000,000 per annum to the 
State. This concession was reluctantly made. 
It shows the purchasers of lottery tickets the 
character of the game they are playing 
against. The lottery ring feels able to put up 
$1,000,000 a year out of the profits of the man- 
agers and in addition to the ‘‘fund’’ used to 
carry out its secret purposes. It is virtually a 
confession of the gigantic fraud practiced 


upon the victims in all parts of the country. 
THE COMPANY 

through its President, John A. Morris, first 
offered $500,009 but has increased its offer to 
Louisiana for the extension, of its charter to 
$1,000,000 per annum to be divided among the 
funds as follows: Levees, $359,000; publie 
schools, $350,000; hospitals, $100,000; insane 
Sasylums, $75,000; institutions for deat, dumb 
and blind, $25,000; drainage of New Orleans, 
$100. 000. 

As yet the question of the extension of the 
charter has not been decided in the Louisiana 
General Assembly, and this offer has not been 
made insuch a way as to commit the com- 
pany, though it is quite probable that the 
company wouldeven be wiliing to pay more 
than thatsaum to obtain corporate existence 
foralong period. The Governor is firmly op- 

osed to the granting of the charter asked for 

y the Lottery Co. 

A strange condition of affairs exists in 
Louisiana with regard to this company. The 
agents of the concern, anticipating their need 
of a new charter, have been for several years 
manufacturing public sentiment. The com- 
pany controls every paper in New Orieans 
save the New Delia, which was recently started 
to oppose the lottery company, and its influ- 
ence on the press of the State is enormous. 
Officials of all sorts are friends of 
the company, and the refusal of 
Gov. Nicholls to accept $100,000 from the com-

‘*The charter of the lottery company was 
repealed by the Legislature of i879, which 
called the constitutional convention of that 
year.

31, 1893 The vote in the constitu- 
tional convention on the recognition of the 
Lottery Co. was very close, being, at one 
stage of the proceedings, a tie of 59 to 59.

It knows full well that whether 
it be chartered by an actof Legislature or by 
recognition inthe State constitution, it can- 
not acquire vested rights. Therefore, no 
agreement or contract could be entered into 
with the lottery company by which it could 
be made to feel secure and thus become in- 
different to politics. It could not disarm if it 
would. 

The Anti-Lottery League is seeking to se- 
cure Federal legislation that will keep the lot - 
tery company from using the mails, It pro- 
poses to make matter relating to lotteries un- 
mallable; to make the carriage of such mat- 
ter over postroads an offense; providing for 
the opening of sealed letters containing pro- 
hibited lottery matter under a search war- 
rant issued under judicial authority etc. Such 
a statute the special committe uf the League 
says would prove fatal to the Louisiana Lot 
tery Co. 


Advances of the Agents. 


The following is from tbe organ of the Anti- 
Lottery League, the New Delta, which was 
almost throttled at its birth by the agents of 
the lottery ring: 


The proposition that has been put fos 
as the basis of continuing the lottery this 
State comes osteusibly from John A. Morris. 
He bas not told us who he represents. He does 
not tell us who will participate with him in 
the management. 

That he represents the Louisiana State Lot- 
tery Co. there can be no doubt. It is the oid 
company in disguise. There are many rea- 
sons why that company, as such, should pre- 
fer to come before Louisiana as it is to-day, 
under Democratic rule, behind a stalking 
horse. That company, bor in the dark days 
of the Republican misrule, represents that 
period of our history. 

Philip F. Herwig, the Republican boss of the 
Stat, e owns $1,000,000 werth of the stock. P. 
B. S. Pinchback, the mulatto ex-Republican 
Lieutenant-Governor, is a large stockholder, 
Warmoth and other Cad ing Republicans are 
under its influence, and will doubtless be 
partners inthe new deal. Nosane man sup- 

oses that these men are to be left out. They 
controlthbe negro vote of the State and will 
have it cast solidiy forthe lottery. That vote 
with a minority of the white vote is expected 
to carry the anendment. 

Is itnotclear, then, that by putting this 
amendment betore the people the Legislature 
would not only place the State under a lottery 
ring, but would virtually turn it over to a 
gang whose records are a blot upon the State, 
and whose every interest and instinct are 
Republican? Is it not clear that through this 
lottery scheme the Republican party seek to 
get control of the State? 

W hat Morris’ politics are, or whether he 
bas any at all, we cannot say. We only know 
that his affiliations and associations in the 
past have been with these men that we have 
named, that he got his present wealth through 
their aid, and has shared with them the plun- 
dor of the State already accomplished through 
the banefu! influences of the lottery. What he 
has done in the past he will do in the future. 
We must look upon Morris, therefore, simply 
asthe agentand representative of the men 
whose domination over Louisiana means 
shame and ruin.

The Cherokee Commission Conferring With 
the Iowa Indians. 


IOWA VILLAGE, Io., May 19.—The Cherokee 
Commissioners who are here to negotiate with 
the Indians for their lands, wandered 
thrqugh the woods yesterday, and 
camped last night at Black Bear Valley, 
twenty-five miles from their destination. 


The commissioners were located yesterday 
by the newspaper correspondents and others 
interested inthe business that has brought 
them to the Territory. The Indians in their 
odd dress gathered around the camp and 
looked curiously at the commissioners and 
their military escort. The commissioners 
treated them to Jemonade and promised them 
a cow in a day ortwotofeaston. Judge WII 
son and Lee Hee, the blind chief, became 
quite intimate. At3o’clock in the afternoon 
the Indians of this and other villages 
gathered in the little Quaker 
Church near this place to dear the 
commissioners explain the object of their 
visit. Chairman Jerome delivered an address, 
which was interpreted by Mr. Kerwin. He 
said that the commission had been sent out by 
the Great Father to make terms with them 
for their lands and to see that they were pro- 
vided with homes, gnd protected against the 
encroachments of the white men. 
Gen. Grant, the white-haired chief, 
wanted to know why the Great Father did not 
come out there himself, Chief Tee Uee wanted 
the commission to see the other tribes and 
then come back, asthe Iowas did not want to 
be the first to make terms. All the chiefs had 
something to say, including Jim White Cioud, 
a descendant of the Prophet White Cloud. In 
afew days ail the lowa chiefs will be here.

Next came the sound ofa 
heavy falland Mrs. Rosita flung the door 
open. Inher hand she held a dagger made 
from the sharp end of a bayonet, with twisted 
rope wound around it for a bandle. It was 
red with blood that dripped from the sharp 
point to the floor.

AN IMPORTANT MATTER. 


THE NECESSITY OF ADOPTING A PLAN TO 
LAREL THE STREETS. 


The Annoyance Caused by the Removal of 
the Lamps on Which the Street Names 
Are Painted—Preparing for To-Morrow’s 
Special Election—The Ninety-Cent-Gas 
Matter—City Hall Notes. 


To-morrow evening the Assembly will give 
some attention to Delegate Bogard’s resolu- 
tion providing for the appointment of 
a committee to ascertain on what 
terms the gas .companies will sell the 
street lamps to the “city, which 
they are now taking down and storing away 
in their warehouses. The names of the streets 
are painted on these posts and their removal 
has caused considerable inconvenience and 
annoyance, particularly to strangers in the 
city. Prior to the inauguration of the electric 
system of lighting. the streets they could 
easily ascertain night or day what street 
they were on by simply glancing at the street 
lamps. Now that these guides are being 
taken away much inconvenience will neces- 
sarily result. If these lamps are restored, 
however, all this will be obviated, as the glare 
of the electric lamps is sufficiently strong 
to. make the lettering on these lamps 


discernable onthe darkest nights, unless, of 
course, the electric lamp is too far away from 
the gas lamp. 

The Board of Public Improvements has 
given its attention to this matter but has not 
as vet arrived at any conclusion as to the best 
pian of labeling the streets if the lamps are 
not restored. A number of suegestions have 
been offered and as soon as the vacant presi- 
dency of the board is filled there will be some 
further experiments. 


Getting Ready for To-Morrow’s Election. 


The Recorder of Voters’ office is the busiest 
piace in the City Hallto-day. Recorder Wil- 
liams and his deputies began getting the bal- 
lot boxes and books ready early in the morning 
and at 9 o’clock were prepared for the 
First Ward judges and clerks who were 


on hand to besworn and given possession 
ofthe books and boxes. Mr. Williams had 
his arrangements perfected to give fifteen 
minutes to each ward and had notified the 
judges and clerks just when he would 
recoive them, as not 
them more than fifteen minutes. 
All day long they were moving 
in and out of the office, ina systematic way, 
without ee the least confusion. A police 
officer stood at the entrance to keep out those 
who had no direct business with the office. 

After the election to-morrow the judges and 
clerks in each precinct will have to delegate 
one of their number to return the ballot boxes 
and books to the office.

His Case to Be Tried During the Present 
Term of Court. 


Ry Telegraph to the POsT-DISPaTcnr. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 19.—The Cole 
County-Circult Court convened in regular ses- 
sion this forenoon, Judge E. L. Edwards pre- 
siding. Nothing of importance is expected 
to-day, but this term will no doubt turnish 
much interesting news before court adjourns. 
The defalcation of ex-Treasurer Ed T. Noland 
will be presented to the Grand-jury 
and an indictment returned against 


him. Whether he will ask for a continuance 
or enter a plea of guilty is a question for fur- 
ther determination. He has no defense to 
make and no hope of escaping final punish- 
ment. Many of his friends think that the 
best course he can pursue is to make ‘an 
open, manly statement of the causes which 
led to the defalcation, and look to the Court 
for the lightest punisoment which 
can be administered under the law. But 
there are others who want the case post- 

oned as long as possible, and it is hardly to 

e doubted that their influence prevented 
Noland from making a statement to the Post- 
DISPATCH soon after the defalcation was dis- 
covered. Tho bondsmen of the ex-Treasurer 
are still about $10,000 short and show no signs 
of paying up. Attorney-General Wood stated 
to tue -POST-DISPATCH correspondent this 
morning that suit would be instituted against 
the bondsmen during the present term of 
court unless every cent of the deficit Is paid in 
before adjournment. 

There is another matter of no less impor- 
tance which may receive attention from the 
Grand-jury, and that is tue charge of bribery 
against certain members of the Legisiature in 
connection with the beef inspection bill. 
Prosecuting Attorney Davison has informa- 
tion in bis possession relative to this matter, 
and it is believed that he will present the same 
to the Grand-jury.

PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 


A Lengthy Debate on Referring Changes in 
the Constitution. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., May 19.—The Presbyterian 
General Assembly was opened this morning 
with the usudl religious exercises. After the 
minutes and various bills and overtures were 
read and referred Dr. Kempshall moved that 
the report of the committee on methods of 
altering the constitution be referred back to a 
committee enlarged by seven new members, 
fairly representing both sides, with in- 
structions to report as early as 1 to 
this assembly.

RANKFORT-ON - THE

this city, who Is in an 
excellent position to 


writes, gives me the 
Itollowing interesting 
Bdietails concerning 
what might be called 
the mother chap- 
ter’’ of the Roths- 
ohild Society: 

There is always a certain fascination, writes 
this gentleman, about the personality and 
history of families which have become 
famous as the embodiment of colossal 
Wealth, and Yew tonrists, especially 
Americans, visit Frankfort-on-the-Main 
without studying out all that their 
guide books have tosay aboutthe Roths- 
childs, and then making a pilgrimage to the 
quaint old building in the Judengasse where 
the foundation was lald ofthe immense for- 
tune, which inthe hands of shrewd and far- 
peeing financiers has more than once decided 
questions of peace or war and shaped tue 
destinies of monarchs and dynasties. 

Itis, meanwhile, a little curious that this 
email inland German city, numbering, after 
.eenturies of prosperous existence, hardly 
170,000 souls, should be the wealthiest com- 
munity of its size in the world and one of the 
leading financial centers of Europe; but such 
isthe fact. The banking house ofthe Roths- 
childs is only one of mare than, two hundred 
that are packed into an opulent square mile, 
within the limits ofthe old town of Frank- 

t. 

12 7 various reasons which will be apparent 
further on, the Frankfort branch of the 
Rothschilds has lost something of its relative 
importance as compared with the coiossal 
establishments at Paris and London. But 
after all this is the mother house, the fountain 
head of the fortune which has made the fam- 
ily famous, and whatever there is of historical 
interest in the name, particularly as relating 
to the original Maier Amschel Rothschild, 
who laid the keel of the richly freighted 
money galleon of to-day, centres in this busy 
little city onthe Main. He was the original 
Jacobs.’’ 

The foundation of- the Rathschiid fortune 
was an accident of war. In 1806 Maier 
Amschel Rothschild was a small broker doing 
business as a Changer and lender of money in 
the house No. 148 Judengasse, where he bad 
been born half a century before. Outwardly, 
Maler Amachel was not handsome. A por- 
trait of him, painted with unquestionable 
fidelity, represents him as a smallish man 
with a red pointed beard, keen, small eyes, a 
many colored coat with a high collar, 

very tight sleeves, and 1 

that would make the beak 

baid eagie classic and regniar 
by comparison. It was, in short, a fine type 
of the quiet, keen, calculating Israelite, the 
product of original Semitic traits, moided 
and subdued by centuries «f social ostracism, 
race persecution and oppression. But he was, 
above all, a strictly honest man and worked 
his little capital so judiciously that in 180] he 
attracted the friendly notice of William IV. 
Landgrave of Hesse, the thrifty old monarch 
who sought to turn 

AN HONEST PENNY 

by hiring out 20, 000 of his Hessian soldiers, at 
100 thalers per man, to King George III. of 
England, to aid in subduing the Yankee re- 
bellion in America. 

It was probably by reason of this clever use 
of his ariny a generation before, that when in 

1806, Napoleon Bonaparte and his legions set 
things spinning in Western Ger- 
many, the Landgrave bad on hand 
a large quantity of florins which became 
to him a source of cruel anxiety. 
Finding that the Freach army was coming to 
occupy Cassel, the Landgrave bethought him 
ofthe honest Maler Amschel. Loading his 
treasure bags into his carriage of state the 
Landgrave and his treasurer hied them by 
night to No. 148 Judengasse, where it was 
turned over to the trusty money changer 
with permission to use the money as seemed 
best, provided it should be kept safely until 
the return of peace. This, as the sequel 
shows, proved a rare streak of luck to all 
parties concerned, except the French sold- 
lers, who rummaged the vaults ofthe Land- 
grave’s casties in vain. 

It is related that one of the peculiar and 
original features of the Rothschild exchange 
office in those days was a large safe or treas- 
ure box, hung with a counterpolse like a 
dumb waiter, in such a manner that it could 
be lowered at nightintoadeep pit or cellar 
and raised by day intoa large niche in the 
walls of Maier Amschel’s little office. 

There is even atradition that the pit into 
which it was thus lowered was a well partly 
filled with water, beneath which the safe was 

lunged, thus averting all danger from fire. 
. that may have been, the Landgrave 's 
shekeis went into it, and remained safely un- 
til the thrifty money changer saw a 
chance. to invest them in Austrian se- 
curities and in discount to his fellow 
citizens upon the giltest of gilt edged securi- 
ties. Money was a cash article in the war 
worn Europe of that period and people who 
obtained fivancial accommecdations from the 
red bearded Maier Amschel bad to pay for the 
same. 

Sothe years wore on. Europe combined 
ggainst Napoleon, the Austrian securities 
rose enormously ip value, and when on the 
19th of September, 1812, death came upon the 
prosperous banker and carried him off at the 
age of 59, he left to his five sons an opulent 
and well established bank, with large re- 
sources and unblemished credit. 

When, in 1813, the Landgrave returned from 
his exile in Bohemia, he received from the 
sons, the entire sum that he had left with their 
father seven years before with due interest 
thereon, which so pleased the Landgrave 
William that he set about repealing and mod- 
ifyin the restrictions against Jews and 
loaded the young bankers with thanks and 
honors. 

The Anstrian monarch was no less grateful 
to the Frankfort banker for having bought his 
securities in dark and troublous days, and in 
1816, after peace had been restored, he raised 
three of the sons tothe nobility, and it is for 
this reason that Baron Freiherr Wilhelm Von 
Rothschild is Consul General of Austria at 
Frankfort to-day. 

THUS ENNOBLED 

and encouraged, the young men decided to 
extend their facilities and take a hand in pol- 
itical finance. The eldest son, Anselm Meyer 
Freiherr Von Rothschild, remained as head 
of the Frankfort bank, and died in 1855, child- 
less. Solomon Rothschild, the second 
son, was sent to Vienna where 
he established the bank in 
that city. Nathan, the third son, went to 
England and founded the Rothschild bank, 
first in Manchester whence it was afterwards 
removed to London. ‘he fourth son, 

etherr Karl Mayer Von Rothschild, was 
sent to esiabiish a bench in Naples, and the 
fifth, Jacob, born in 1702, founded the house 
in Paris. 

The five brothers thus established and their 
five sisters all married, and their children in- 
termarried until the line of successionin the 
several branches became a Chinese puzzle of 
compiexity, all the more difficult to unravel 
from the fact that the sume given names reap- 
pear among the children of each succeeding 
generation. 

This much, however, we are sure ot. 
Anselm Mayer Von Rothschild, the brother 
who remained at Frankfort, being chiidless, 
the bank here descénded at his death in 1855, 

to two sons ot Karl, the brother who went to 
Naples, where he also died in 1855. The bank 
there was closed and bis sons Freiberr Mayer 
Karl Von Rothschild and Wilkelm Kari re- 
turned to Frankfort, where they together con-

Emma Louise and Terese married respec- 


Rothschild group; Margaretta embraced the 
Catholic religion to become the Duchess of 
Gramont, Bertha did likewise in marrying the 
Prince of Wagram, another daughter died 
several years ago, while Jiannah Louise, the 
fourth of seven in respect to age, remains un 
married and has made her life a bonefaction 
to her native city. She is now 49 years 
of age, a large queenly woman, modest al- 
most toshyness and finds her greatest happi- 
ness in dispensing her large income tor the 
relief of suffering and the promotion of hu- 
man happiness. In co-operation with her 
motber and sisters she founded to the mem- 
ory of her father, an admirable public library 
which is particularly rich in archaeology, 
history and technical and industrial works of 
all languages aud epochs. It is a blessing to 
many professional men and students, who 
find there works ofacloss which are rarely 
included in public libraries. 

The Baroness Kur!, who is still living, also 
founded in 1875, another beautiful charity, 
the Clementine Hospital for young girls, 
which is maintained with characteristic 
liberality at the personal expense of the 
foundress and her daughter Hannah Louise, 
who has recently opened « free dispensary 
and dentui clinic, where the poor can receive 
inedicines and dental treatment free of 
charge. 

Quite a different character is the Baron WII- 
heim Von Rothschild, who survives as the 
reigning head of the house of Rothschtid in 
Frankfort. He isa Hebrew zealot of such an 
extreme und uacompromising type that he 
will eat no food which has not been cooked in 
vessels which have been nreviously blessed 
by the rabbi, and drinks no wine which 
hus not Leen similarly sanctified 
while in the vat, during the pro- 
cess of fermentation. When he travels, 
he takes along his cook and supplies, with 
cooking untensils, etc., for an entire house- 
hold, Itis related that when informer years 
his children used to come to spend aday with 
their cousins, the daughters of Baron Meyer 
Karl, they were either accompanied by a 
servant with food cooked by the Jewish 
method or fasted till they returned home. The 
sume asceticism is carried consistently into 
every part of his business and personal life. 

THE ROTHSCHILD BANK 

is religiously closed ov Saturdays, at a pecun- 
iary loss which would be serious to any bank- 
ing institution less solidly established. Tue 
Baron, although Consul-General of Austria, is 
a reciuse, whose personal relations are 
limited outside of his office and family to less 
than a dozen persons. fis wife, the Baroness 
Louise, born also Rothschild, is a highly 
accomplished and amiable lady, who makes 
amends by her winning and social graces for 
the acerbity of her husband’s disposition. 

They inhabit a maenificent villa, ‘*Grune- 
berg, in the northern suburb of Frankfort, 
where among otber luxuries can be seen the 
finest private green-house and one of the 
largest and rarest collections of orchids to be 
found in Germany. The Baroness is a liberal 
benefactress, as well as accomplished woman 
of society, and the record of her charities, if 
they were known, would be a long and 
princely one. 

Her two daughters are married, Adelaide 
the elderto Edmund Von Rothschiid of the 
Paris Branch, and Minnie Carolina, the 

ounger to Max Goldschmidt, a Frankfort 
— and man of the world, who with his 
charming wife, an exquisite Parisienne in 
manners and appearance, occupies a superb 
residence with many acres of lawn and 
garden on the Bockenheimer Landstrasse, the 
Fifth avenue of Frankfort. It is not apparent 
that any of the asceticism of the Baron 


*Whliam has been transmitted to either of his 


daughters, and with his death some change is 
likely to occur in the religious management 
of the Frankfort Bank. 

Already one Important departure has been 
made in the traditions of the family. We have 
seen thatfor nearly one hundred years the 
descendents of: Maler Amschelm Rothschild 
have intermarried, cousins being espoused by 
cousins in order to retain the dots ofthe 
daughters inthe family, and keep the sons 
united by the ties of close sanguiuity as well 
as those of business. lt was old 
Maier’s idea to make his family powerful by 
keeping it intact. That parpose has certainly 
been realized, but nature has imposed the 
usual penalty for such persistent vP¥lation of 
an inflexible law. Sons have become rare in 
the Rothschild line, and such as have been 
bern within the past two generations have 
been in many cases either malformed or de- 
ficient in vigor. The brothers, Barons Meyer 
Karl and Wilhelm have been biessed, one 
with seven daughters, the other with two, but 
no son has come to transmit the name of 
either house, and the unhappy fathers, real- 
izing thatthe family error had been carried 
far enough, have given halt their daughters 
in marriage to men of other lineage and 
names. 

As to the aggregate wealth of the Rothschild 
family in Frankfort, there have becn many 
conjectures. But they are only guess-work, 
as vague and diverse asthe estimates which 
Americans are accustomed to hear placed on 
the great moneyed tamilies and railway kings 
of our own country. It is enough that they 
are wealthy beyond the dreams of avarice and 
their fortunes are steadily increasing. 
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THEY HAVE GRIEVANCES, 


Meeting of Railroad Men in Philadelphia 
Walters Strike. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 19.—A convention 
of representatives from the different organi- 
zations of railroad employes of all roads 
centering in Philadelphia was held here last 
night. There were delegates present repre- 
senting im all over 13,000 rallroaders, The ob- 
jectof the convention was to take action in 
endeavoring to secure reasonable adjustment 
of grievances, which, it is claimed, the meu 
have against the different companies by which 
they are employed. When the grievances 
of the employes of the Baltimore 
& Ohio were made known the 


employes of the other roads decided to sink 
their own grievances until those of the Baiti- 
more & Ohio men had been corrected. The 
bill of grievances presented to the meeting by 
tne Baltimore & Ohio meu embodied a com- 
parison of the wages received by them with 
the rates paid to the employes of the Penn- 
svivania Kallroad. The list presented stated 
that on through trains to Washington on 
the Baltimore & Ohio the conductors on the 
fourth division receive $4.12 per round 
trip, the bagsage- masters, $2.25, and the 
brakemen $1 per round trip, while on the 
Pulladelphla, Wifmington & Baltimore the 
conductors are paid 36 per round trip; the 
baggagemen, $2.75, and the brakemen, g. 
It was shown that the wages paid on the other 
divisions ofthe Baltimore & Ohio were also 
lower than those paid by other companies, 
The convention did not take any action on 
the grievances, but adjourned to consider 
them and take action at a subsequent meet- 
ing.

A COSTLY ERROR, 


in a Collector’s Bond Cost the 
State $14,000 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CIty, Mo., May 19.—Juadge Black 
rendered a very important opinion in the 
matter of a suit on the bond ofa collector of 
Knox County. The important matter decided 
is this: When the bond was pre- 
sentead to the County Court, and 
before its approval, at the request of 


one of the parties who had signed as surety, 
his name was scratched off. The bond was 
then withdrawn and another name pro- 
cured as surety. The other securities 
had no knowledge of and did not 
consent to the erasure of the name and the 
new surety, who signed after the erasure was 
made, was likewise ignorantof the erasure. 
The Court bolds that this discharges al! the 
sureties. The State willlose over $14,000 
through the bungling work of the County 
Court of Knox County. The suit was brought 
by ex-State Auditor John Walker in the name 
of the State. 
MURDERER HOWELL GETS A NEW TRIAL. 

Judge Ray rendered an opinion reversing 
and remanding the judgment of the Linn 
County Circuit Court inthe case of State vs. 
Joseph A. Howell. The latter was convicted 
of murdering Mrs. Nettie Hall,a widow woman 
and her four children January 19, 1889,and was 
sentenced to be hanged. Prior to his trial 
Howell narrowly escaped lynching. The case 
is reversed and remanded upon the grounds 
oferoneous instructions by the trial Judge in 
regard to alibis and evidence relative to ebar- 
acter. 5 

Judge H. 8. Kell bass St. Joseph filed a peti- 
tion on behalt of Dr. J. N. Hathaway, asking 
a mandamus 4. the State Board of 
Health to compel the board to grant hima 
certificate to practice medicine asa physician, 
as prescribed by law. The petition sets 
forth that Dr. Hathaway is a graduate of 
a chartered medicai institution in good 
standing, received his diploma, etc. ; that he 
applied to the board for a certificate last July 
and was refused; that he applied again in 
January last and was again refused on the 
ground that he advertised as a specialist, and 
was therefore guilty of unprofessional and 
dishonorable conduct. The petitioner admits 
advertising but denies that he has been guilty 
of unprofessional conduct thereby, and 
charges that the action of the board was due 
to prejudice, bias and caprice, because it has 
granted certificates to others who are equally 
or more guilty than he. The object of 
the application is to have the court deter- 
mine what the powers ofthe board are and 
what may be established as unprofessional or 
dishonorable conduct, as well for the guild 
ance of the board as to the conduct of physi- 
clans.

AN UNPRECEDENTED STORM. 


The Heaviest Fall of Rain Ever Known Here 
—Interesting Episedes. 


Yesterday’s rainstorm was the most violent 
in the histdry of St. Louis. It did not last as 
long as others had, but in one hour 2.28 inches 
fell, and that eslipses every other effort the 
weather has made to drown out the city. The 
suddenness with which the storm began is 
responsible for many a drenching. Forest 
Park was filled with visitors,the Fair Grounds 
held a crowd, grip cars were loaded and the 
sidewalks thron ed with people out for a Sun- 
day stroll and alittie fresh air. The clouds 
had been rather threatening all day and the 
atmosphere damp and murky, but the storm 
burst with scarcely a moment’s warning and 
with such fury that excursionists were 
drenched before they well knew it had begun 
to rain. 

The damage done was mostly the result of 
overfiows. The wind was not bad and the 
stories abenut hailstones as large as men’s fists 
and goose eggs were only repetitions of the 
old yarns. There would have been some 
cracked skulls if they had been true. A 
broken sewer pipe caused the overfiow of the 
Post-office flow in the Federal building. 
The connection with the Mill Creek 
pewer caused the trouble. Six geese 
were drowned in the collar of 
the saloon on Seventh and Wash streets. 
Mud and rubbish choked the catch-basin on 
Cass avenue, and between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets the water stood in great 
pools. The water stood nearly three feet 
deep at the crossing of the Northern Central 
and Cass avenue tracks on Seventh and Wash 
streets, and the passengers on the open cars 
had to stand the on seats to keep out of the 
water.

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THE PASSENGER WAR. 


NO PROSPECT FOR ANY IMMEDIATE AD- 
JUSTMENT OF THE TROUBLE. : 


Residents of St. Louis and Kansas City Tak- 
ing Advantage of the Low Rates to 
' Exchange Visits—The Burlington’s Cut 
te Chicago—Reductions Which Went Inte 

ct Te-Day—Features of the Fight. 


HE passenger rate war 
between the Western 
roads is on the increase, 
and Missouri River and 
Colorado points can now 
be reached at very littie 
expense. The war was 
inaugurated by the Chi- 
cago roads cutting rates 
to Missouri River points. 
The Missouri Pacific fol- 
lowed with a cut from this city to Mis- 
sour! River points, and all other 
Western lines entering this city 
met the cut, Rates have dropped until peo- 
ple can now travel between St. Louis and 
Western cities ‘‘fora meresong.’’ The Mis- 
souri Pacific makes a rate of $1 between here 
and Kansas City, Leavenworth, Atchison and 
St. Joseph. The rate, between here and 
Omaha or Council Bluffs over this road is $2, 
and it is $1 from Kansas City, Atchison or St. 
Joseph to Omaha. To Pueblo or Denver the 
rate is $5. The rate to all intermediate points 
is the same as to the through points, 
as under the interstate commerce law the 
roads can not charge less to a through point 
than to any intermediate point on its line. 
THE RATES 
are also the same either way. That is from 
Kansas City to St. Louis is $1 and from Omaha 
to St. Louis is $2, just as it is from St. Louis 
to those respective points. The interstate 
commerce law also regulates that. It does 
even more. It compels the roads to file with 


the Secretary of the Commission a notice of 
ten days of an intended raise of rates between 
pointsin different States before the higher 
rates can go into effect, and a notice of 
three days of any intended lowering of rates 
between such points, so that people who take 
advantage of the present cut are assured of 
being able to return at the same rate, pro- 
vied they got back inside of ten days. 

Of course the Wabash, Burlington and 
Chicago & Alton have met the Missour! 
Pacific’s cut. The Wabash rate to Kansas 
City, St. Joseph or Atchison is $1, to St. Paul 
or Minneapolis, $7, and is $% to Omaha or 
Council Bluffs and 36.65 to Denver. Round 
trip tickets are being sold to Kansas City by 
this road for $2. The Wabash has also cut 
the Ottumwa rate to $4.25 and the Des Moines 
rate to $6.70. 

Like the Missouri Pacific the Burlington 
makes a $2 rate to Omaha and Council Bluffs, 
and their rate to Kansas City, St. Joseph, 
Atchison or Leavenworth is $1 and to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis $7. 

The rate . 

TO DENVER 

is $5; Colorado Springs, via Denver, $7.90, and 
Puevlo, via Denver, $9.65. The Missouri 
Pacific makes a $5 rate to Pueblo. The Bur- 
lington also makes a rate of $410 Chicago by 
way of Louisiana and $3 over the Chicago 
& Alton from there to Chi- 
cago. They are simply taking 
advantage of the C. & A. rate of $3 between 
Kansas City and Chicago and their passengers 
can take the C. & A. Kansas City-Chieago train 
at Louisiana. 

The Wabash, Chicago& Alton and Vandalia 
have to-day all made a rate of $ to Chicago. 
This is a cut of $1.50 from the regular rate, but 
isnot made a part of the rate war, but by 
agreement. It was rendered necessary be- 
cause passengers could secure passage 
to Springfield, III., for %.07, the regular 
local rate, and there take the Kansan City- 
Chicago train of the Chicago & Alton and for 
an additional $3 reach Chicago, making the 
rate from St. Louis to Chicago 356.07. The 
Chicago & Alton makes a rate of $1 from St. 
Louis to Kansas City and of $2to Omaha and 
Councll Bluffs. The latter cut was made to- 
day to meet the Missouri Pacific cut. The 
rate to Denver and Pueblo 16 58. 

The present trouble cannot be adjudicated

BY AN AGREEMENT 

between both the St. Louls and Chicago roads 
which reach Missouri River points. There 
has been a rush to take advantage of the 
cheap rates, and yesterday Kansas City was 
fillea with st. Louisans and this city with in- 
habitants of the Kaw village. A crowd of 
bioycle riders came down from the latter city, 
and the Western roads had to run extra 
trains out of here Saturday night to 
Kansas City. The Wabash ran three 
trains. The employes of B. Nugent & Bro. 
went to Kansas City over that road in aspecial 
ear. Allthe railroad offices were thronged 
Saturday and the ticket sellers were kept on a 
constantrush. The roads can certainly not 
complain ofa lack of business, but there is 
littie money for them in hauling people at the 
presentrates. As yet there seems to be no 
prospect of any iminediate settiement of the 
trouble. Although the Wabash rate to Omaha 
and Council) Bluffs is $1 more than that of the 
other lines they do not intend to make any 
further cut.

Columbia Records Broken, 


The Columbia College students held their 
spring sports at Berkeley Oval last week. 
The successful nature of the games may be 
seen from the fact that five Columbia College 


records were broken, a very 17 oc - 
currence,and in three events the records made 
equaled the previous recoras. The records 
broken were in the following events: 120 yards 
hurdle. Herbert Mapes ran this distance in 
1638-5s., breaking his own best previous 
record of 164-58, made last year. Two. 
mile bicycle race. W. H. Hall surprised most of 
the spectators by 5 7 * avery fast race. His 
time was Emin. 112-5sec., breaking the 
best previous time of 6min. 352-5sec., 
made by D. H. Benton in 1885. Hail was 
not pressed at all during the last mile, 
and evidently is capable of doing much better. 
B. C. Hinman threw the 16-pound shot 36 feet 
9% inches, beating the former record of 36 feet 
3% inches, made by D. W. Reckhart in 1884. 
Hinman aiso broke the 16-pound hammer rec- 
ord by throwing it 88 feet 9½ inches; former 
record 87 feet ll inches, held by D. R. Porter, 
made in 1882. H. F. Welsh did some wonder 
ful pole vaulting. He cleared 10 feet 2% inches. 
Best previous vault was 10 feet % inches, 
made by A. Stevens in 1886. Welsh is vauit- 
ing in great form, and came very nearly clear- 
ing 10 feet 6 inches. 

The three events in which the best previous 
records were equaled were: Mile run in 4in, 
428. by H. Hornbostle; 220-yard hurdle race 
in 26 2-5s., by Herbert Mapes; tne former 
records in these events were both made by 
the same men; 220-yard dash in 23 1-5s., by 
Herbert Shipman, equaling the one made by 

M. Banks in 1888. It was expected by 
many that Victor Mapes would beat 21 feet 6 
inches in the broad jump, made by him last 
year, but he only covered 20 feet 10% inches. 


Malcolm Ferd’s Case. 


The Amateur Athletic Union has appointed 
a committee consisting of Howard Perry, J. 
Harder, W. Baker, C. B. Morrison and W. F. 
Kuntz to deal with the disqualification of 
Ford, the amateur champion. The commit- 
tee is to deliver to Ford within thirty days a 
copy of the charges against him. Ford pleads 
ignorance of these charges, and the step now 
taken isr rded by athletes as likely to lead 
to an equifable adjustment of all difficulties. 


Four Days’ Racing. 


There will be four days’ racing at the Fair 
ounds this week. The regular matinees 
ill be given Tuesday, Thursday and Satur- 
ay afternoons and on Friday afternoon spe- 
cial raves will be given tor the delegates to 
the Western Gas Association Convention 
which opens here Wednesday. On Friday 
they are to be given a mid-day banquet at the 
Jockey Club-hbouse and the races for their 
entertainment will follow. Oneof the races 
will be for a handsome solid silver cup almost 
four feet high and valued at $500, offered by 
the association. 


Australian Kacing Regulations. 


Australian racing circles are much exercised 
just now over asetof regulations which have 
been adopted by the Australian Jockey Club. 
Considerable crookedness has been discovered 


of late among jockeys and attachee of the 
stables and some restrictions were deemed 
necessary. The stewards of the club are be- 
lieved to have overstepped the limits, though, 
when they framed the following rules: 

1. Any trainer owning or having an interest 
in, or having in his stable any pony or gallo- 
way for racing purposes shal! have his license 
canceled. 2. No licensed jockey shall own or 
have any interest in or share in auy race 
horse. 3. No licensed jockey shall have an 
interest in any wager on any race. 4. No Ii 
censed jockey shall be permitted to ride in 
any race for ponies or galloways. 5. Any - 
censed jockey offending against these rules 
shall bave his license canceled or be sus- 
pended from riding for any period the com- 
mittee may determine, 6. Apprentices and 
stable boys shall be employed under written 
agreement only; such agreement shall be in a 
form to be prescribed by the committee, and 
shall, when signed, be registered at the offices 
ofthe Australian Jockey Club. 7. No licensed 
trainer sball employ any lad without having 
first received from the secretary of the Aus- 
tralian Jockey Club a certificate that such lad 
may be employed by him, subjectto the pro- 
visions prescribed by the rules of racing. 

This is surely carrying things with a high 
hahd. In England, where they are more con- 
servatlve than in Australia, jockeys like Tom 
Cannon and John Osborne are allowed to 
own horses, and in this country many knights 
of the pigskin own one or more races. There 
should be, undoubtedly, seme limitation to 
jockeys betting, but clear-minded men fall to 
see the harm in a jockey backing his own 
mount. Pony racing in New South Wales has 
so demoralized certain stables by attracting 
the lads from them that it was thought neces- 
sary to take some step to counteract tne in 
fluence; yet it seems despotic to refuse to 
ailow a jockey to ride in a pony race if he so 
chooses. The regulation with reference to 
the apprentices is the only one commended 
by the racing men. 


Making Large Profits. 


Speaking of the Boston Players’ League 
Club a New York telegram to the Boston Globe 
says: 

The initial trip of the already famous team 


has been a grand success, both financially and 
artistically. As an attraction, they have 
proven to be great drawing cards, and with 
one single exception this team has attracted 
a greater number of people to their games 
while on the road than was ever before at- 
tracted to the games ofa ball team represent- 
ing Boston.

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IT 18 RAPIDLY REPLACING CHICAGO 
THROUGHOUT THE WEST- 


A Significant Letter From a Kansas City 
Commission birm— The Boomerang Boy- 
cott of the Chicage Board of Trade—St. 
Louls Giving the Tone te All Grain 


AY by day reports from 
all parts of the country 
are coming in showing 
the great growth of St. 
Louis as a center for 
grain dealers, and 
showing that it is rapid- 
ly becoming the speca- 
lative market of the 
West. For years Chi- 
cago has held this po- 
sition, and the prices 
set by the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange have played a compar- 
atively unimportant figure: This was not so 
much dye to the aedantages possessed by 
Chicago as to the habit that prevailed in this 
market of slavishiy following the lead of the 
C hicago Board of Trade. 
ST. LOUIS TO THE FRONT. 

It used tobe an every day occurrence on 
the floor ot the Merchants’ Exchange when 
the Chicago board showed any advance or re- 
duction in quotations for brokers to drop the 
St. Louis market entirely, and trade m Chi- 
cago wheat. This course of action was detri- 
mental to the influence of this market and 
prevented St. Louis from taking its proper 
place, as dealers apd speculators in 
other cities preferred to obtain 
their quotations direct from Chicago 
rather than through the medium of St. 
Louis. The commission merchants of this 
city have long been aware of the detrimental 
effect of this condition of affairs, but there 
seemed no way in which it could be improved. 
Most unexpectedly the Chicago Board of Trade 
came to the rescue of the St. Louis market, 
and by announcing that it would send out no 
more Official quotations to any parties what- 
soever. This action was directed against the 
bucket shops, but it has had the effect of cut- 
ting off & very large percentage of the trade 
of Chicago, and transferring it 
to St. Louls. The Chicago bucket shops 
have been seriously hampered, as well as the 


Chicago Board of Trade, but in other cities the 
result has been that St. Louis and New York 
quotations has been substituted for those of 
Chicago, and business has gone in on the 
regular way. 
WHEN THE ACTION 

of the Chicago Board of Trade was first taken, 
many brokers in other cities undertook to 
supply their customers with the unoflicial 
quotations, but as there has been great and 
growing dissatisfaction with this service it 
is rapidly being abandoned and the St. Louis 
board is being substituted. Whether cor- 
rectly or not, the parties sending out the un- 
official Chicago quotations—the only ones ob- 
tainable under the present circumstances— 
have been suspected of delaying returns. 
There is no way of applying effectual checks 
to brokers, as the state of the market at 
any given time capnot be ascertained, and 
speculators bave been manifesting an increas- 
ing unwillingness to trade on the basis of 
these irreguiar returns. As an instance of 
this feeling the following letter, one of many, 
received yesterday from one of the leading 
Kansas City commission firms, may serve: 

On and after to-day I shalltake orders for 
wheat and corn on St. Louis and New York 
markets only, the quotations as furnished 
from those points being official and reliable. 

‘*I shall decline receiving orders for Chica- 
go markets on any condition; the uncertainty 
of knowing what the market is or has been at 
any given time leaves you at the mercy of 
your broker.’’ 

A prominent member of the board face- 
tlously remarked: ‘‘While we had the clock 
and quotation committee the countryman in- 
sisted on having his order filled at the quoted 
market or he would make trouble. Now for 
the first time in seven years the country is all 
ours. Anybody can draw their own infer- 
once. 

THE EFFECT OF THE BOYCOTT 
deciared by the Uhicago Board of Trade has 
been very different from what was contem- 
plated when the rule was enacted. It was 
supposed that on being deprived of the quo- 
tations to whieh they had been accustomed 
the bucketsbops throughout the West would 
close their foors and that the trade formerly 
done b 2 would be transferred to mem 
bers off e Board of Trade. The result has been 
that the bucket-shopsof Chicago have had 
the receipts diminished, but those of other 
= have not suffered, the only difference 
being that trading has been done on st. Louis 
quotations. Not only the bucket-shops have 
transferred their custom, but nearly all coun- 
, try dealers have followed suit, and the differ- 

ent Exchanges of the West and Southwest 
have generally substituted St. Louis for Chi- 
cago quotations. The market of this city has 
been much more active than formerly, while 
from reports received from Chicago it is evi- 
dent that the Board of Trade of that city has 
committed something very like hari-kari.
